Tho short session of the Belgian Senate which 


"| has recently terminated was marked by an in- 


teresting debate on. the. proposal to form a 


| volunteer corps for service in China, ~The idea 
‘| originated in July last, when rumours of-burn- 


ing Legalions an4 massacred. officials were mors 
or less confirmed. It was then that the bor- 
gomasters of the chief cities of Bolginm issned 
an appeal inviting their countrynien to raise and 
equip a body of men who should join. the allied 
forces in China,. The appesl met with im- 
mediate response. Meu and money were freely 
forthcoming, and the preparations even went 80 
for as the chartering of trahsport veasels in 
England. The Government, backed up’ by a 
strong ourront of public opinion; leat its proted- 
tion to the scheme’; but suddenly a trausforme- 
tion tock place in the attitude of the Cabinct,

They are, there- 
fore;not-pnly entitled, but in honour hound, to 
ensure the defence of their territory’ and. ai 
portions‘ of it, These are fundamental -prin- 
ciples, and are of yifal importance as solving 


the question now raised—viz,, Has Belgium the | 


right to defend her Legation, and her éitizona 
within it, when attacked. by Chinese Boxers? 
My answeris an unqunlified assent. It is true 
that the attack ‘was made outside Belgian ter- 
ritory, By a fiction current in all’ countries: 


the Legation : representing any Power is regard- 
ed os.part of its territory. But, putting aside 


this Jogal fiction, it is cortain that a noutral but 
independent country lias the inherent right to! 


protect ‘the life and property of its subjecte, 


wherever they may be and whorever it has the 


free right of action. Bluntechli, the celo- 
brated international jurist, declares that ‘A 
neutral: State: has the | right to ‘protect its 
subjects and ~ their property, even outside its 
own torritory.', And, obsorse well, itis nota 
question of putting reuponsibility on the wrong 
shoulders. It:is the Government itself and 
none other which owes. its subjects this protec. 
tion. This priticiple is the more to be onforced 
when applied: to a country where barbarism is 
rampant, where treaties‘are violated, and where 
tho lives of Ministers and officials are in im- 
Ininont danger. It is“under such conditions 
that the formula ‘legitimpte defence’. justifies 
the use of force in-repelling an unprovoked: at- 
tack. I therefore do not hesitate to proclaim 
the right of the Belgian. Government to assure, 
by all means in its power, ths protection of its 
subjects, even outside Belgian territory, and, 
above all, in semi-barbarous countries. “It is 
unnecessary for me to add that questions of in- 
ternational etiquette rondor it incumbent on the 
Government ofa nantral State only to take 
action after seeking for the assent of tha Great 
Powers-who are guarantors of.that neutrality.”
